DR. A M. DA COSTA ON THE INFLUENZA. 


The Disease and Its Accom panitments—How 
Patients Are Affected. : 

The Medical News of Philadelphia published 
yesterday an exhaustive discourse on the in- 
filuenza delivered by Dr. J. M. Da Costa, the 
authority on diagnoses in this country, to a 
clinic at the Pennsylvania Hospital 

After citing a number of cases which had 
been treated at the bospital, and reciting the 
symptoms which appeared in various combi- 
pations in different cases, Dr. Da Costa said: 

Influenza or catarrhal fever almost invariably 
begins acutely. As described to me the pain is 
at times sharp, with a dull pain persisting. 
Winle many of the cases begin with pain in the 
back they soon have pain in the bones, followed 
by headache and moderate fever. 

In the majority of instances the fever is mod- 
erate and lasts about three or four days. The 
fever is at its height in from twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours; then it slowly subsides, and the 
temperature may go below normal. As a rule 
the temperature does not exceed 103°; but I have 
in this epidemic encountered a few cases in 


‘which the temperature at the onset unexpected- 


ly shot up to 105° and the next day went down to 
about 100°, and then the case ran the ordinary 
course, terminating in recovery. 

The catarrhal symptoms are often absent. 
Some of the worst cases 1 have seen have had 
no catarrhal symptoms whatever im the ‘eyes, 
throat, or anywhere else. 

One of the most singular features of the epi- 
demic is the prevalence of the nervous syap- 
toms. These are shown by the violent bead- 
ache, the severe pain all over the body, 
the pain traveling downward in the spine, 
and also by what I have seen a number 
of cases, hyperssthesia, or genera! sensitive- 
pess of tne surface. Then, too. in some of the 
eases there is delirium; not simply the delhrium 
of inanition. but a delirinm with violent bead- 
ache, this delirium sometimes taking 
forms. In one case, that of a most refined lady 


who when well would hardly recognize an oath, .| 
when she became delirious from ap attack of in- 


fluenta swore at her doctor every time he en- 
tered the room. 

Besides Gelirium there are sometimes convul- 
sions. The vrostrating influence of the malady 
on the nervous system is also shown by the fact 


that patients often stagger on getting out of bed. 


‘The main complicauon of ordinary catarrbal 
fever is pneumonia. or what is called pneumonia. 
Looking over the records of boards of heaitn of 
different cities it will be found that the deaths 
from phenmonia have nearly doubied. What is 
called pneumonia must therefore be set down 
as one of the chief complications. You notice 
that I say what is called pneumonia.” A great 
many of these cases are simply heavily congest- 


ed lungs, with great debility, the lungs seeming 


to collapse. 
We know rothing of the cause of this 


lt is epidemic, and I think myself it is teebly 


contagious, The prognosis is favorable, but the 


general mortality is increased by the epidemuia.

“The records show,” said Inspector Stuart 
last, night, “that two years ago Supt. Mo-

DROP IN A NICKEL AND GET A PICTURE. 


A Minneapolis Man’s Invention for Grinding 
Out a Photograph tn Three Minutes. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 18.—[Special,]— 

The great success of the nickel-in-the-slot 
machines attracted the attention of E. G. 
Fisher, secretary of the Fiour City Manv- 
facturing company, last summer, and be is 
about to introduce to the public a slot ma- 
chine that for a nickel will present the payer 
with a photograph of himself in just three 
minutes from thevime he drops in the five- 
cent piece. It is a decidediy interesting 
piece of machinery and works on the auto- 
matic principle. 

A revolving chair stands in front of the in- 
strument, and the applicant takes his posi- 
tion therein, elevating it until his eyes ap- 
pear in a small mirror an inch wide on the 
face of the machine. The nickel is put in 
the slot, the person pushes a knob, there is a 
little fash from an electric wire suspended 
over a wicker of alcohol which furnishes the 
light for the exposure, and the automatic 
machinery begins its work. A revolving 
arm or fork on the inside carries the little 
tin-plate to the developer, the soda bath, and 
the miniature. water tank, and when finished 
drops it in a slide, and it appears finished on 
the outside. The machines will be ready for

LEGISLATING BEFORE DAYLIGHT. . 


How the Worth Dakota Solons Were 
Yanked from Their Warm Beds, 

N. D., Jan. 18.—[Special.|—The 
bearding-house mistress in Bismarck who 
rushed out at an early hour this morning ia 
answer to a call that she thought came from 
the milkman, but which in fact came froma 
Sergeant-at-Arms of une Legislature, was no 
more surprised thun the diguified Solon who, 
a Moment later, was dragged from his bed 
to auswer the call ot duty. Tne House, in a 
fit of unexampled and artistic razzle-dazzie 
last night, carried the economical idea so far 
that it adjourned to meet at 7 o’clock this 
morning. 

The discussion of an early meeting here 
Was called out by the statement that the 
daily sessions were too short and that they 
were wasting the people's money. At 7 
o’clock this morning afew members of the 
House who employed a force of bell boys, 
special police, hack-drivers, and chamber- 
maids to see that they were called in time to 
reach the Capitol at the appointed hour 
were u their seats. A few more who had 
darome interested in an ajl-night investiga- 
tion of two-call-five were also there with 
smiles of satisfaction. * 

Those who were so unfortunate as to over- 
sleep not only had a tussle with the Sergeant- 
at-Arms but were compelled to run the 
gantiet at the bar of the House upon arrival 
there, They got the worst of it in both 


piacés—tirst in their awakening encounter 


with the Sergeant-at-Arms—for a nigut shirt 
is not tne most desirable uniform of war— 
and next in the House, because they were at 
the mercy of the court. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms had many exciting 
experiences, every one having entered into 
the spirit of the occasion. At one place 
where the member had received warning of 
his approach the door was locked. He 
climbed to the transom and with the aid of 
a revolver which ne fired several times suc- 
ceeded in driving the startied statesman 
through the window in his fluttering gar- 
ment of the night.

the clock ahead thirty minutes. Before 8 
o'clock a good working quorum had been 
brought in by the Sergeant-at-Arms, and 
after listening to apologies from those who 
were not in the hall at 7 o’clock all were ex- 
cused. Legislation was then commenced in 
earnest, and, although a good day’s work has 
been accomplished, a crowd of weary, beavy- 
eyed statesmen swear that it will never hap-

Curious Calculations Concerning 
Enormous Sum of Mone. 
Philadelphia Press: F. H. Swords, a banker 
of London, sat in the Continental corridor 
recently reading a newspaper. Suddenly he 
pointed to a paragraph in the latter and said: 
Listen to this statement: ‘The Vander- 
bilt estate is now calculated to be worth at 
least 300,000,000.“ Mr. Swords folded his 
paper, and, leaning backin the chair. con- 
tinued! “Of course 1 do not know whether 
that statement is true; but I saw it published 
in the Standard several weeks ago. 
The sum seemed so enormous that I spent 
quite a while tn calculating the physical pro- 
ruons of that number of silver dollars. 
ere is a little slip in my wallet “here that 
may give you some idea. If Adam, when he 
first looked around in the Garden of Eden, 
say 6,000 years ago. had been met by Satan 
and had been employed dy him at a 
regular salary of $50,000 per annum 
and his board and clothes: and if 
Adam had carefully laid his silver dollars 
away in barrels each year, and had lived to 
the present time, he would now have 8900. 
000,000. Again, if aman born in the Chris- 
tian era, 1890 years ago, had lived and been 
steadily employed at asalary of $14.000 per 
month, $443 per day, and his living expenses 
besides, and had saved every dollar ot it, he 
— not today have three hundred mill 
ons. 8 
“If it were necessary to transport this 
number of silver dollars it would require 536 
freight-cars, each of a capacity of twenty 
tons. If these cars were put into one train 
it would be more than four miles long. If it 
were possible for 300,000,000 silver dollars 19 
be laid on the ground in a straight line, wit 
edges touching each other the whole dis- 
tance, the line would reach farther than from 
London across the Atiantic Ocean and over 
the rts American Continent to San 
Francisco. A sidewalk of three hundred 
million silver dollars could be laid six feet 
and more than fifteen miles long. If 
three hundred miliion dollars were laid one 
on top of the other they would make a 
column 475 miles high. If taken down and 
arranged in the form of acube each side of 
the latter would be thirty-tive feet long and 
wide, and it would weigh more than 10,000 
tons.

„It was tenderness that made Abraham 
Lincoln the idol of the American people,” 
continued Mr. Moody. “There have been 
many statesmen as clever and more learned 
than Linco, but there has not deen one 
with his great big, heart, and there-is no 
name aearer to the people tban Lincoln’s on 
that account. You remember the story of 
the boy who enlisted in Vermont, and joined 
the army when he was scarcely out of his 
teens. One night a friend was ill, and he 
ask the boy to 
duty for him. 
and stood sentry all night. The next day the 
friend was still too sick to be on duty 
the boy had to go on guard a second night.

Boncicault’s Article on the Imperfections 

of Shakspeare. 

The paper contributed to the Arena by 
Boucicauit, “Spots on the Sun,” meaning 
the imperfections of Shakspeare, is of re- 
markable interest. -Boucicault is the highest 
authority on this subject, though he is not 
chief of the experts in the controversies that 
go on about the greater dramatist. 

Boucicault refers to the thrifty character 
of Shakspeare, who gained a fortune in fif- 
teen years and retired a rich man. As to the 
parttaken by him ia the production of his 
works, this is said: 

It seems indisputable that we have scarcely 
one dramatie work bearing ine name of Shaks- 
peare which we can feel sute was of his un- 
aided composition. Greene, his fellow-drama- 
tist, taunts him with being a journeymat scrib- 
bier, tinkering at the works of others, and points 
him out to his companionr authors as an “ upstart 
crow. beautified With our teathers.“ This child- 
ish squall, however absurd it may be, reveals the 
fact that Shakspeare up to that time was kuown 
us one Who prepared the works of others for the 
stage. In reviewing the plays that have been 
ascribed to him—for he published none, nor, 80 
far as We know, authorized his name to be placed 
to any dramatic work—out of the bulk of plays 
attriputead to him certain works have 
been repudiated by bis editors, such us 
** Locrine,”’ “The Puritaine,’ “Thomas Lord 
Cromwell,” The Two Noble Kinsmen,” “The 
Yorkshire Tragedy,“ and “Sir John Oldcastie,” 
although these works appeared in print 
during his lifetime, and with his name 
as author On their title pages. Nevertheless, 
while rejecting these, his editors admit such 
works as The Three Parts of Henry the Sixth,” 
‘Troilus and Cressida,’ Titus Andronicus,” 
and * Pericles, Prince of Tyre,“ but meanwhile 
express the doubt that the poets hand 
ig anywhere visible in them. In some of bis 
greatest plays we may detect another and very 
interior band at work beside his own, and that he 
sdmitted such companionship betrays the mod- 
esty of his mind, which saw not the packhorse 
that was barnessed beside his Pegasus. I: is m 
object in this paper to point ont, and, so far as 
am able, to define the peculiar bent of mind, 
method, and form of expression by which. bis 
style is characterized, so when he chips in he 
mas be detected. There dre two authors who 
write peside him who occasionally resembie him. 
These seem to be Fletcherand Ben Jonson; it is 
dificult to believe that certain passages through- 
out the works of these two poets were not con- 
tributed by Shakspeare.

hakspeare was, led into the bitter reproof 

contained int H ts advice to the players. 
Thus we fld his dramatic works were bemud- 
died, not only du 
laborating authors, but during their produc- 
tion .by wanton actors, ahd subsequently they 
were dispersed eg lost, to be exhumed in parts 
pared years after hig Geath; the bones, as 
it ere, collectéd and put together, 
and so presented to jthe world by his 
self-constituted literary executors. We must 
accept the conviction that Shakspeare 
attached no value to his plays, excep as pot- 
boilers. He knew they were not wholly his own. 
How differentiy he acted toward the first-born of 
his invention, the m “Venus and Adonis.“ 
upon which his reputation during bis life had 
chiefiy rested. It was printed and published 
under his own careful supervision—look atit now 
—it is not defaced by explanatory notes interter- 
ing at every line; he leaves no doubts as to the 
clearness of the text. The same may be said of 
his Lucrece and the Sonnets.“ There were 
no obscurities here fur commentators to wrangle 
over. But what is most satisfying is that here 
we have Wilham Shakspeare's seif. 

Boucicault, pointing out the Shakspeare 
marks, says he employed slang while treat- 
ing ot the saddest subzects,“ and made 
startiing use of the grotesque.“ Shakspeare 
had, says Boucicailt, un almost childish de- 
light in puns.” Hamiet's first utterance 
and his second, are sarcasms in tne form of 
puns. Another feature is the strange and 
wild mixture of tropes. In the luxuriance of 
his fancy he throws together images in rich 
confusion, but each incomplete and .having 
little relation to its neighbors. Thus in the 
facnhar description of a hopeless love Viola 
says: *She never told ber love, but let con- 
cealment, like a worm in the bud, feed on 
her damask cheek.’ Here we have a deli- 
cate picture of a flower 5 trom the 
concealed worm eating into its heart: But 
without drawing breath we find her lixe Pa- 
tience On a Monument smiling at grief! This 
sudden jump from horticulture to statuary 
is peculiarly Shakspeareao in its eatrava- 
gance.”

toms were hoarseness, sore throat, 
fever, a sense of w h uni- 
versal sneezing (often not less than fifty 
times in a day’’), pains in the breast, sides, 
and limbs, and n The fever 
seldom lasted more than three or four days, 
but the cough and other troublesome symp- 
toms sometimes persisted two of three 
weeks. The disease: affected both sexes 
alike, but old people | children most fre- 
quently @scaped it. Of the tive-and-thirty 
man in the Pentsylvania Hospital only 
three felt. sick. Perseus working in the 
open air, as sailors and longshoremen, had 
the malady much worse than the tradesmen 
who worked within doors. A company of 
surveyors in the eastern woods of Pennsyl- 
vania suffered severely. The Indians around 
Niagara were affected with peculiar force, 
and they ascribed their irritating cough to 
witchcra . 

The epidemic was most fatal on the sea- 
shoreof the United States. Thousands ot 
people suffered in Philadelphia without be- 
ing confined to thelr houses, and Dr. Rush 
relates that “a perpetual coughing was 
heard in every street of the city. Buying 
and selling were rendered tedious dy the 
coughing of the farmer and the citizen who 
met in market places, It even rendered di- 
vine service scarcely intelligibie in the 
churches,”’ With few exceptions the malady 
proved fatal only to old people and to persons 
weakened by pulmonary complaints, but it 
carried off several hard driekers. Most of 
the deaths resulted from pneumonia. Man 
did not have a monopoly of the influenza, for 
horses, dogs, and cate were observed to suf- 
fer from it also., and a lady was so disturded 
by the coughing of her dog that she gave 
him ten drops of laudanum for several 
nights, whion perfectly composed him. 

Six weeks the epidemic lasted, and from 
New York and Philadeiphia tt spread in all 
directions and pervaded every State of the 
Union in the course of a few months. It 
made its Way from the United States to the 
West Indies, and later to the Spanish settie- 
ments in South America. The winter of 
ISA resembied the present one in being 
unusualiy mild, and the weather aid not 
come until Februiry and March. The month 
of April, 1790, was variable and rainy, and 
the showers that fell the aight of the 17th 
were long remembered by wie citizens of

Benjamin Franklin's death. 

In the last week in Awe the infiu- 
evza broke out agait ia Philadelphia, 
coming from New England and ravag- 
ing the iotermediate States on its 
way. Sneezing was less common than in 
the preceding fail, but pain in the eyebails 
seemed to be a univérsai symptom. The épi- 
démic declined m June, 1 but convVa- 
lescente from it was slow, “and a general 
languor appeared to pervade the citizens for 
several weeks after it left the city.“ In ine 
winter of 1700-91 there was a third epidemio 
of the influenza, but this time fortunately it 
Was not so general. 4 

Dr. Rusa remarks that “the influenza 
passes with the utmost rapidity through a 
country and affects the greatest nuniber of 
people in a given time of any disease in the

CAN'T BORE THEM FAST ENOUGH. 


Fifty-seven Bandred New on Wells’ Last 
Year—Demand Ahead of the Supply. 

New York Herald“ While there was little 
spectiation in crude oil last year all other 
branches had a veritable boom. In Western 
Peunsylwanfa, Western Virginia, and East 
ern Ohio the search for new-territory. and 
the sinking of new test wells progressed 
vigorously, and of these test, or “ wildcat,”’ 
wells and other wells there were drilied 5,700, 
resulting in an increase of 16,000 to 17,000 
barrels in production. As against 1888 the 
total number of wells completed sbows an 
increase of 4,000, but the results in the way of 
discovering new prolific territory were sur- 
prisingly small. so that it is doubtful if, after 
all the work done in the ficids, there is any 
more paying territory in sight now than at 
this date last year, and if the production is 
to be materially increased the producers 
must redouble their efforts. 

So plain is this, that even the Standard 
company has gone isto the field as an active 
buyer of territory and oil production in the 
States above named, The competition has 
been so keen that, oil lands have advanced 25 
per cent in the Penusylvania districts. 


Last year the total output of the wells in 


Eastern Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
and Western New York was 22,050,000 bar 
reis, which was a considerable increase over 
the previous year. The daily average for 
January, 1889, was about 51,000, and for De 
cem ber 65,500 barrels. The shipments from 
the oil regions were 29,835,000 barrels. 

These figures are the largestin the history 
of the e. The refiners were fully em- 
ployéd during most 6f the year, and the ex- 
ports of refined illuminating oil, lubricating. 
and crude oil, etc., reached the enormous 
total of 671,246,000 lons, an increase over 
1888 of 101,540,000 galions. In crude equiva- 
lent the increase was 3,361,000 barreis. 

In Europe, to which the great bulk of the 
export was made, there was no increase of 
stock of consequence, dut in Eastern Asiatic 

ts there was undoubtedly a considerable 
norease in the visible supply, as the exports 
thence were very heavy. Broker George H. 
Lincoln, who does the greater part of the 
business in case onl, says that no exact fig. 
ures of the increase in the stocks in the far 
East are obtamable, but that it has been 
large. Some of the exportérs in tne case 
trade estimated the increase at all the way 
from 850,000 to 750,900 barrels. 

Prodpod@s and refiners are feeling jubilant 
over the immense iucrease in consumption. 
In 1886 the total home and foreign consump- 
tion of the productof Pennsylvania ana wear- 
by Py pag of other States was 73,800 barrels 
daily; in 1887, 77,700 barrels; in 1888, 75,000: 
but in 1889 1t bounded up to 84,000 to 85.000 
barrels daiiy. In order tosupply the demand 
it was necessary to draw on the stock of 
crude to the extent of 7,750,000 barrels, lea v- 
ing. on hand Jan. 1, 1880. but 9,800,000 barreis, 
or about four months’ 8 

The inferior oil of Western Ohio and 
Northern Indiana has not yet found its way 
into consumption largely, but it has neverthe- 
less been extensively offered to consumers 
and has made some inroads on the market 
for Pennsylvaniapilin the home e.

A RAILWAY COMPANY’S PURCHASE. 
The Empire —— =e rty at che cross- 
ing of the Milwaukee t.

& North western railroads at Western avenue 
has been sold by P. H. Rice to the Chicago, 
Miiwaukee & St. Paul rullway company for 
$100,000.

EUROPEAN VERSUS AMERICAN HUMES. 

S. E. Gross, the well-known home-builder 
and subdivider, saw much on his recent Eu- 
ropean trip that escapes the ordinary tourist’s 
eye. The following remarks by him on real 
estate methods abroad contain interesting 
points which cannat be found in any guide- 
book nor in the note-books of the foreign 
newspaper correspondents: ' 

1 first visited the principal cities of Ire- 
land. In none of them did I finda system 
such as we have in Chicago for furnishing 
lols and houses to the industrial classes. 
Upon inquiry 1 found that this condition 
arose not from any lack of desire to 
acquire property and homes, but from 
an inherited and otherwise established 
policy among the large landed proprietors 
and nobility who own vacant tracts and 
country seats around the cities not to parcel 
it out to small owners, the result being that 
the larger part of tne population of the 
cities is congregated in crowded tenement 
quarters. In Scotland this condition did not 
exist to the same extent, and in the City of 
Glasgow, which contains a vast industriai 
population, | found considerable attention 
being paid to extending suburban growth by 
A cena and selling houses to the industria! 
Class. 
rde City of London, among all those vis- 
ited, stands at the head in suburban growth 
and the ownership in fee by small proprie- 
tors. However, tue method of granting the 
use ot property to house-owuers on ninety- 
nine year leases of ground is very extensive- 
ly udopted by land-owaers, and much more 
so than itshouid be for the interests of the 
people. I might state, by the way, that an 
English syndicate of capitalists offered to 
place a large amountof capital at my disposal 
to duplicate my Chicago land and building 
operations in London, or anv other city which 
I might select abroad of in America. I might 
some time in the future accept. such a favor- 
able proposition as they made me, but for the 
present and for many years to come I con- 
sider Chicago a sufficiently large and inviting 
field for my enterprises. 

“I was several months in Paris, and 
studied the Worid’s Exposituon in all its do- 
partments, besides doing some work for the 
interests of Chicago for tne World's Fair in 
i892. I found there a department for the ex- 
hibit of houses for workingmen, a number of 
which were erected on the grounds. Had 1 
known of this in time I should certainly have 
pat up a model Chicago cottage, and I 
bave no doubt that it would have received 
most favorable mention and probably the 
highest award, for the Chicago cottage con- 
tains the maximum of artistic taste and com- 
fort in nomes of this class. The exposition 
exhibit was interesting to me as showing tne 
idea in regard to building fpr workingmen 
as developed abroad: 1 found that 
tne grace and seatiment which 
usually surround the American home, 
however humble. were nere, in a great meas- 
ure, sacrificea tothe expediency of simple 
shelter aud piainuess of construction. A 
cottage in America for a workingman does 
not usuaily or necessarily bear uvon it a 
badge of class inferiority an@ can be inhab- 
ited with comfort and due regard to appear- 
ances equaily by a capitalist in independent 
circumstances or by a workingman recdiving 
ordinary Wages; but the home of the work- 
ingman, as developed abroad, seems 
to have placed upon it in tae 
method of construction a badge which 
conveys to the observer an idea of poverty 
and a servile condition of the owner, and 
has not the stamp of individuality and inde- 
pendence of character found usually in 
American homes, even of the most ordinary 
workmgman. That is to say, the home bent! 
ment does not seem to have been cultivated, 
or to have thé same importance either to tne 


builder or the owner of a home as that in 
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favorable disposition of the masses to move 
into its new houses 1 understood that 
it was in of some live American 
better acquainted with conducting such en- 
verprises.

Tus white women of Charleston, S. C., are 
raising a fund for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of the seven negroes who Were 
foully murdered at Barnwell a short time 
since. Appealing fer the money Mrs. E. M. 
Brayton of the above city says: 


I feel that the opportunity should be presented 
to the white peopie of this State to testify their 
detestation of this revolting barbarity, their 
shame that this State has been the scene of so 
tragic an overthrow of law, and their sympathy 
for these defenseless and poverty-stricken famt- 
lies by contributing to relieve their destitution 
and doing something to ameliorate their deplor- 
able condition. 


This is a very noble, creditable, and Chris- 
tian acton the part of the white women of 
Charleston. But what are the white men of 
that city and State doing to vindicate the 
law? What steps are they taking to arrest 
aod punish the murderers and so prevent 
similar outrages in future? Up to date they 
have dove nothing. Are the women to be 
left alone in expressions of sympathy for the 
victims and of denunciation of such crimes! 
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Ir bas often been remarked by visitors from 
the United States to the grain exchanges of 
London and Liverpool that little attenuion 
seems to be paid there to the course of the 
market in Chicago. The habitués of those 
exchanges quote the prices cabled from New 
York, ignoring those of the further West, 
and probably for the reason that the city on 
our Atlantic seaboard sends oniy its own fig- 
pres as the basis for discussion by me for- 
eigners.

The London Financial Times, in its is- 
sue of Jan. 1, has a two-columa editorial on 
“The Trade of the Lear.“ A large part of 
this is devoted to grain and provisions; and 
the range of prices in this city for both dur- 
ing the twelve months is closely noted, while 
there is no men uon of New York quotations 
except of the fact that ours were (at times) 
above the “values” ruling there. The arti- 
cle contains references to heavy losses by a 
prominent operator in corn and the attempt- 
ed control of the pork market for last Octo- 
ber, indicating that the writer has rather 
closely watched from a great distance the 
course of the markets in this city.

Gov. Firn bas filled the vacancy on the 
Probate Court bench caused by the death of 
Judge Knickerbocker by the appointment of 
Christian C. Kohlsaat, a well-known mem- 
ber of the Chicago dar. The selection is one 
which will meet with general approval. 
Some years ago Mr. Kohisaat was the candi- 
date of his party. for the Judgeship of the 
County Court and ne has done nothing to 
forfeit the confidence which the Republicans 
then had in him. He owes the position 
which has just been given him partly to the 
personal acquaintance which the Governor 
had with him and his knowledge of his 
qualifications and liking for him, and partly 
to the fact that his friends worked more 
energetically than did those of any other 
candidate. Judicial as well as other 
prizes genecraliy fall to the hardest worker. 


It is probable that Mr. J. J. Knickerbocker, 


the brother of the dead Judge, could have 
had the place had he chosen to exert himself 
to get it, but itis so rarely that the office 
seeks the man that itis not surprising that 
be was passed by for a man who was more 
anxious for the position. itis the belief of 
those who know Mr. Kohlsaat that he will be 
an honest, efficient, capable Judge and that 
the interests of the widows and orphans of 
this county will be as safe in his hands as 
those of his predecessor, No man can do 
better than that. 5 


A STREET SEWER QUESTION INVOLVING 
27 MILLIONS OF TAXES. 

It is probable, that the Councii will take up 
for discussion tomorrow night the most im- 
portant fivanciai question which has ever 
been before it—that of the sewerage of the 
annexed territory. Last month an order was 
passed that the cost of all twelve-inch sew- 
ers, except at street intersections, be covered 
by assessments on the property benefited, 
but for all sewers over that size the equiva- 
lent of the cost of a foot sewer be defrayed 
by special assessment and the rest of the 
money be raised by general tax. This order, 
which was passed unthinkingly, was vetoed 
by the Mayor and the subject sent to the 
Finance Committee for consideration. It 
has submitted two reports—a majority one 
recommending the passage of this order and 
a minority one favoring the adoption of Ald. 

. Dixon’s resolutions, which are as follows: 


Resolved, That all sewers hereafter built within 
the territory annexed .to the City of Chicago 
since April 25, 1889, shall.be built and paid for by 

special assessment. except the cost of construct- 
ing sewers across street intersections, as wch as 
the cost of manholes and catchbasins and the 
connections thereof with such sewers, shall be 
provided for by genera! taxation; and 

Resoived, That whenever hereafter an order 
shall be approved for ‘the construction of any 
sewer the Commissioner of Public Works is 
hereby — — with the advice and assistance 
of the Law Department. to cause a proper ordi-

— with A. of this resolution. 

Provided, Toat all moneys collected by general 
taxation for sewer purposes within the territory 
so annexed shall be expended for sewerage pur-

The Aidermen from some of the new wards, 


mindful of the fact that the adoption of the 
minority report will so delay the construc- 
uon of sewersin their territory that it will 
be nearly a century before the work of 
drainage is done, will probably support it, 
because they think it will lessen the taxes of 
their constituents and force the ola city to 
pay ior improvements which do not benefit 
its cituzens. The representatives of the old 
wards should stand solid in opposition to a 
scheme which will load down their people 
for forty or fifty years with unjust taxes. 

The old city, with an area in round num- 
bers of forty square miles, will at the present 
rate of progress be sewered in four or five 
years at a total cost for the entire 675 miles 
of streets of twelve or thirteen million dol- 
lars. So few sewers have been duilt in the 
annexed territory that about 120 square miles 
will have to be drained. Tuis will cost, judg-

especially those which have no sewers, un- 
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without much change. Hence of the twenty- 
seven millions the old city would have to 
pay over twenty-two millions aud the new 
but five millions. Can the Aldermen: from 
the old wards view these figures with in- 
difference? They may rest assured their 
constituents will not. 

It was quite well understood at tie time 
when annexation carried that the system of 
sewer construction of the suburbs, Which is 
unquestionably the right one, was not to be 
disturbed. The andexation act specifically 
gave the Council the power to build sewers 
by special assessment id any territory that 
might be annexed. The outside property- 
owners insisted on it, for they saw that under 
the city’s system of construcuon by general 
tax whole generations would pass before 
they could get sewers and could put their 
property on the market for building pur- 
poses. They knew chat if the Legislature 
did not extend the time for which the city 
can appropriate three milis for sewer con- 
struction, outside of the 2 per cent limitation, 
that two or three hundred thousand dollars a 
year would pe all that could be raised for 
that purpose. Hence their opposition to the 
general tax system. Nor would the old city 
have voted for annexation had it beén un- 
derstood it was to sewer 120 square miles. 

Besides all that the Aldermen should see 
that it is right as well as expedient that 
sewers should be built by special assess- 
ments, just as streets are paved. It is the 
frontage property that is benefited rather 
than the city, and the measure of benefit can 
be easily ascertained. If the city pays for 
the cost of street intersections it pays fully 
for whatever general benefit is derived from 
the betterment of the street and the disposal 
of its surface water, 

Nor will the sum which the property-own- 
ers have to pay be excessive or oppress- 
ive. A twelve-inch sewer will be paid for 
by the property fronting on it. It costs a 
dollar a foot to lay, which means 50 cents on 
each side of the street, or $12.50 for a twenty- 
five-foot lot. The cost of a two, four, fiye, or 
six foot sewer is not borne by the abutting 
property alone but is distributed over the 
extensive area—sometimes a quarter of a 
mile on each side—which that trunk sewer 
and the tributary pipe sewers which lead 
into it will drain. That so reduces the as- 
sessment on each lot that it is not burden- 
some, while the benefits are great. 

The Aidermen should reflect before they 
take as unfortunate a step as the adoption of 
Ald. Cullerton’s plan will be. If they once 
fairly commit themselves to it they have 
stuck the taxpayers of the old city for more 
than the great Drainage Canal is going to 
cost. And they will have set such an evil 
precedent that when Calumet and the rest of 
Cicero, with an area of over forty square 
miles, are annexed, as they soon may be, their 
residents will insist that their sewers shall 
also be built for them by the taxpayers of 
North, South, and West Chicago. The only 
way out of the muddle is to adopt Ald. 
Dixon’s resolutions, which are based on pure 
equity and are in harmony with the pro- 
visions and intention of the Annexation act. 
It will also be doing justice to the old city 
and to those annexed districts which have 
built ‘their own sewers by special assess- 
ments, and will enable the owners of un- 
sewered property to improve it immediately 
and get the benefit of the increased value 
which sewers will give it.

HOW A GREAT ESTATE WAS WRECKED. 

Reference has already been made in Tun 
TRIBUNE to the disappointment of tne people 
of New York in losing the college of music 


the late Samuel Wood, who left about $200,- 
000 in personal property and $800,000 in real 
estate for its endowment. The New York 
Times explains -how the estate was depleted 
and the iunds that were to have gone 
towards the endowment of the college have 
utterly disappeared. 

Mr. Wood died March 20, 1878, and when 
the will was filed it was found to leave 61.000, 
000 in trust for the founding of the Samuel 
Wood. Benevolent Institution,’ the trustees 
and executors being Alfrea L. Simonson, Mar- 
tin Wood, Dr. William Elmer, and Edward T. 
Schenck. By a codicil the endowment was 
changed to the college already mentioned 
and Schenck’s name was left out as a 
trustee, The trustees were authorized to 
apply to the Législature for a charter and 
acts of ineorporation, and in case they could 
not be obtained within the life of the longest 
liver of the four then the City of New York 
was to become the trustee of the fund. The 
creation of this trust was beld to be illegal 
and the property thereupon should have re- 
verted to the heir at law, Abraham Hew- 
lett, a farmer. Were tne law devised to pro- 
tect property this would havo been the natur- 
al disposition of the money and litigation 
would have ceased. 

The trustees, however, were allowed $5,000 
@ year and did not propose to lose ‘their 
salary. Schenck was the first to get in his 
work by applying to the Surrogate for 4 rev- 
ocation of the codicil which left out his name. 
Pending a decision the other executors 
bought himself and his attorney off for $10, - 
000, besides paying the temporary adminis- 
trator. Then Schenck decided he had sold 
out too cheaply and put in another applica- 
tion, which was finally refused An appeal 
went up to the Supreme Court, which sus- 
tained the Surrogate. Five years were used 
up in this litigation, and meanwhile no in- 
ventory of the estate had been made. 

The next step was taken in 1883, ‘when 
Elmer, who in some mysterious way had 
been ousted by Simonson on the ground of 
unfitness, began proceedings to compel nim 
to make an accounting. In 1884 Stephen 
Wood, a legatee, asked for an accounting 
through his lawyer Wakeman, but in some 
manner the trustees corralled the services 
of Wakeman ana Wood’s case disap- 
peared. Then Simonson and Schenck, 
although the latter was not a trustee 
under che codicil, brought proceedings joint- 
ly to set it aside and succeeded, Schenck 
being made a trustee and executor under the 
will. In 1885 the beir at law deeded all his 
rights to Mrs. Simonson, wife of the trustee, 
on the condition that she would pursue the 
trustees until tne trust wad declared illegal. 
When this was done he was to have one- 
third of all the money recovered, Schenck 
one-third, and she thé remainder. 

During all this time tne legatees were 
trying to get an accounting, but found them- 
selyes legally blocked at every step, all the 
expenses meanwhile being paid out of the 
estate. Finally an accounting was ordered 
by the Surrogate on ‘the application of Win- 
iam Wood, but an appeal was taken and in 
some unexplained manner he was satisfied. 
Finally an accounting was secured, but it 
was unsatisfactory and @ more complete one 
was ordered, but this was again legally iu- 
terrupted, and none has deen made up to the 
present time, all the trastees being dead ex- 
cept Simonson. The followingjextract from 
the Nimes tells the story of the last move, 
which was made in court last week: .

BELLA MY’S FOOLS’ PARADIBE, 

It is not a little astonishing that persons of 
intelligence should be found who accept Mr. 
Edward Bellamy’s Locking Backward "’ as 
a new and original revelation of human 
beatitude. 

Stripped of its characteristics as a work of 
fiction there is nothing left of it but a re- 
statement of the theories of State socialism, 
carried out more in detail than the ad- 
vocates of socialism have ventured to do. 
The basis of the story, as a story, is the ex- 
traordinary one hundred and thirteen years’ 
sleep of the author in a vault under a burned 
building, his restoration to consciousness by 
Dr. Leete through the agency of some mys- 
terious liquid, and then the unfolding of Dr. 
Leete’s socialistia views to tne bewildered 
West or Bellamy. Tnere is nothing more 
absurd, nonsensical, or iliogical in West’s 
sleep and awakening than there is in the 
views which Dr. Leete expounds for his bene- 
fit, and the Fools’ Paradise which he exhibits 
fully accomplished without any change in 


| human nature. 


Leaviug out the progress and events of 
the novel and coming down to the core of 
“Looking Backward’ we find that in Mr. 
Bellamy’s paradise, as the result of a half- 
century of political evolution, the individual 
has disappeared and the “State” conducts 
everything “in the common interest for the 
common profit,” 

The “State” is the sole capitalist and 
landowner. The individual’s possessions are 
limited to his annual credits for goods at the 
State’s stores and these credits cease on his 
death. Having no money, no property ex- 
cept his household furniture, which is of tne 
most meager description, aud no land, of 
eourse he has nothing to leave to heirs. 
Hence, there is no such thing as bequest or 
inheritance. Whatever personal property 
there may be the State takes and it goes 
into the common stock. This is one of the 
features of socialism. There is in Mr. 
Bellamy’s paradise no housekeeping. There 
is nothing for the mistress of the house 
to do. There is nothing for the parents, 
if we can imagine parents in this promiscu- 
ous paradise, to do. The family goes and the 
State takes its place. The family conditions 
are necessarily changed to a system of gen- 
eral free love and the State rears the 
progeny. Mr. Bellamy does not dare to rea- 
son out bis theory to its logical sequitur, 
but that is the inevitable outcome and that 
is another prominent feature of socialism. 

In Mr. Bellamy’s Fools’ Paradise the State 
seeks to equalize the attractions of the vari- 
ous trades, and accomplishes this by letting 
each person choose his avocation and do 
wha the pleases, This again is a feature of 
socialism. As the universal taste, however, 
would be for the.occupations requiring the 
hghtest, cleanest, and most genteel work, 
who would do the digging, delving, scaven- 
gering, and the rough, hard work that would 
be necessary even in this paradise. Farming 
alone would have to occypy about naif the 
total population. His plan is to cali for 
volunteers to do the hard, disagreeable, pain- 
ful; unrequited toil We seo them rushing 
forward in the mind’s eye! 

Another extraordinary feature of Mr. 
Bellamy’s paradise is that, as all have to 
do whatever is done for society, every indi- 
vidual has a personal interest in contriving 
devices for lightening the general burden. 
Has he? Who would bother his brains to in- 
vent labor-saving machines without the in- 
dividual incentive to do it, with no gain, no 
reward, no right of ownership in it?! This 
again is the socialistic absurdity. Here 
again, had Bellamy gone to the root of his 
logic, he would have been forced to admit 
that when the incentive to work and invent 
had been destroyed universal poverty would 
begin, and that when the great captains of 
industry found themselves without incent- 
ives the motive to push forward great enter- 
prises would cease, sloth and idleness set in; 
result, poverty. Apparently Mr. Bellamy has 
some doubt whether the fools in his paradise 
will all work, even after they have selected 
just what they want to do, for he 
provides that if any fail todo their duty then 
they must be imprisoned and kept on bread 
and water until they are ready to go to 
work. Hence there must be courts, lawyers, 
police, constables, and jails, and, if any con- 
siderable number get lazy. militia also in the 
paradise, though Mr. Bellamy forgets to men- 
tion this unpleasant fact, like his fellow-so- 
cialists. 

In the paradise also there is no buying or 
selling, of course, because there is nothing 
to buy or sell. There are no banks, of course, 
because there is to be no money. The Nation 
being the sole producer and sole distributor 
there is no such thing as wages. It doles out 
its credit checks alike to ail, the same num- 
ber to the industrious worker and the lazy 
shirker. The basis of his claim is the fact 
that he is aman,” says Dr. Leete, and it 
makes no difference whether the man is a 
hard worker or a loafer, a genius or an ass, 
This is the very beau-ideal of socialism. 

Asamatter of fact, looking at this book 
backward or forward, it is nothing more nor 
less than a restatement of socialism dressed 
up in the attractive form of fiction. It all 
proceeds upon the theory of turning every- 
thing over to the State and letting the State 
take the place of the individual and the fam- 
ily. Instead of individualism being the highest 
ideal of modern civilization, it is to disap- 
pear with every personal motive for effort 
and every stimulus of personal ambition 
trampled out. Prof. Harris, in a trencbant 
criticism of this book some time 
pointed out that Bellamy commits tne funda- 
mental mistake of making the State and not 

the individual the anitof society. In this 
same criticism Prof. Harris thus clearly 
states the conditions of our social and in- 
dustrial system:

We have insisted 
that the slave shall be declared a free man and 
permitted to choose his vocation, make contracts 
with employers, or, work for himself if he pre- 
fere—or refrain from work altogether. provided 
that he can render an equivalent for what he 
receives from his fellow-men. The highest indi- 
vidualism is the ideal of our civilization. 
Substitute for this the conditions of Bei- 
lamy’s paradise and you must throw away 
all that the world has-gained in twenty cent- 
uries and establish what Herbert Spencer 
long ago declared State socialism to be 
“the coming slavery.“ Individualism de- 
stroyed, freedom of effort and will wiped 
out, incentive lost, ambition gone, all the in- 
‘strumentalities of production and ail its ac- 
cumulations nationalized, the State being the

of human existence, Yes, 
when Mr. Bellamy will show us some method 
of reconciling or 3 ung the radical 
differences in human character, traits, mo- 
tives, and passions, a secret which even the 
first followers of Christ, fresh from His 
teachings, were unable to solve, and hence 
failed in the self-same experiment about 
which Mr. Bellamy is now romancing as if 
it were anew discovery. Yes, when he ban 
change bumah nature, and not till then, for 
that is the first essential of his system. 
How is he to change the humana nature, 
first, of those who will consent to be the 
hopeless, mindless, wiil-less victims of tne 
State, and, second, ot those who are to con- 
stitute the State and manage the paradise! 
The fatal flaw in his structure is his failure 


of the fixed 


to take any account of this uman nature, 


without whieh he is only dreaming idle 
dreams. / 


FORTUNE’S PRICE OF PEACE. : 

In may be ih order to suggest to the dele- 
gates in attentiance upon Mr. Fortune’s Afro- 
American convention that their Democratic 
leader will be a safe Moses to take them 
out of the Wilderness” of their present 
troubles in the cotton States if they follow 
him implicitly and do not make the mistake 
of trying to solve the problem by compro- 
mise, If Mr. Fortune, as a negro Democrat, 
will concede the full extent of the Demo- 
cratic demands there will be an end of their 
Persecution in the South.

THE BIRTH OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

A pretentious Democratic paper of this city 
is so ignorant of the history of its own party 
that in an artiele about the winning of the 
battle of New. Orleans by Gen. Jackson, a 
man who clung sturdily to his Pederal prin- 
ciples to the ead his lifd, it speaks of the 
Democratic party as being in existence at 
that day—1818. If it will turn to the records 
it will find that the State supremecy organi- 
zation to which it belongs did not adopt the 
name of Democrat till 1828, which was after 
the general break-up and dissolution of par- 
ties which followed the era of peace under 
Monroe. 

During the fight over the ratification of 
the Constitution, and for a few years there- 
after, those who. favored State supremacy 
called themselves anti-Federalists. Later, 
under the leadership or Jefferson, they called 
themselves ‘* Reptblicans,”? Jefferson did 
not call himself a Democrat. Said he in his 
first message: We are all Republicans; we 
are all Federaiists,”’ 

When in 1828 the reorganization of parties 
came to pass, the State supremacy people 
dropped the name of “Republican” and as- 
sumed that of “‘Democrat.” The first was 
too National for them. It was derived from 
the powerfal Government of Rome in her 
greatest days; while Democrat” recalled 
the memory of the petty, jarring, quarreling 
States of Greepe, whose occasional leagues 
and confederacies were as powerless for 
good as the Cohfederated Colonies, It was 
from the example of the Grecian States aud 
not from that of mighty national Rome, the 
mistress of nations, that Calhoun drew his 
inspiration and his party title. 

Those men who were true to the great 
Federal principle of National sovereignty, 
but who had with the dissolution of the 
Federal party come to call themselves Re- 
publicans, a name which was pleasing to 
them, with its reminiscences of Roman Na- 
tionalism, reorganized in 1828 first as the 
National Republicans, a title which they 
should never have abandoned, and after- 
wards, at the suggestion of James Watson 
Webb among others, as the Whigs. In 1854 
they dropped a designauon they should 
never have assumed and became again Re- 
publicans, with all that the name implied, 


and so remain. 


The Democratic party as such is but sixty- 
two years old, During that period it has 
been constantly opposed to the supremacy of 
the Nation and has advocated the supremacy 
of the States. It has tried, in peace and in 
war, to pull down one and build up the other. 
Calhoun in the Nenate and Jeff Davis in the 
field had ever before them tne same aim. 
Whatever battles the Democratic party bas 
won have beea gained within the last two 
generations. R did not gain that of New | 
Orleans, for there was no party of that name 
then in ; but it did win those 
which were ugnt at Bull Run and Fred- 
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the attempt is made to determine the site of 
the fair, Then the coslipon which defeated 
Chicago Saturday will go to pieces, and its 
component parts will be tightimg one another. 
The only question will be whether when one 
or two ot them have been knocked out all 


three will still unite against Chicago. For 


instance, when the proposition to select St. 
Louis as the site has been overwhelmingly 
voted down will all tne outside friends of 
that place vote against this city and for New 
York or Washington! There is no reason to 
believe that such will be the case. When 


that vote is taken the three Southern Il 


noisans who are favoring St. Louis will not 
vote igainst Chicago and their own section, 
nor wili many of the Missourians, or Arkan- 
sans, or Kentuckians, or Tennesseans, or 
Texans. 

Of course nobody in St. Louis expects that 
St. Louis will succeed. Nobody dreams that 
Congress will pass by a city of 1,200,000 peo- 
ple and select one of 500,000 which 1s 350 
miles to the southwest of the center of the 
visitors and exhibiters at a National Fair. 
The appearance of St. Louis as a competitor 
is due only to the rancorous hostility of 
Majah Jones and his newspaper partner, 
Gov. Francis, and a few other Chicago haters 
in that city. 

Therefore, when St. Louis is knocked out 
those of its supporters who dre sincere, and 
are not moved simply by hatred of Chicago, 
will come over to the. aid« of this great 
emporium and give it a majority. II 
that is not the case, and the feld 
is able to stick together and vote down this 
city, that settles it that there will be no 
grand international exposition which shall 
display the progress not merely of this con- 
tinent, but of the rest of the world, In that 
case, if anything is done, it will bein the 
nature of a compromise by which an orator- 
ical display, with rocket accémpaniments, 
willbe made in Washington, the Govern- 
ment footing the bills.

A characteristic glimpse of 
him is afforded toward the end of Cing- 
Mars,“ when Friar Joseph brings informa- 
tion of the conspiracy—the conspiracy that 
ended in tne famous day of dupes,“ when 
the Cardinal drew ta his nets and landed all 
bis enemies like a mess of fish.

“Tne Cardinal, seated in his armchair, his 
legs bound and incased with furs and warm 
clothing, upon his knees three kittens, 
waich gamboled upon his scarlet robe. Every 
now and then he took one of them and placed 
it upon the others tocontinug weir sport. 
He smiled as be watched them. At his feet 
lay their mother, looking like an enormous 
animated muff.“ 

[Joseph in great agitation here relates his 
discoveries. | : 

„The Gardinal yawned three times with- 
out discontinuing his amusement and then 
said, ‘A cat is a fine animal. It is a draw- 
ing-room: tiger. What suppleness, what 
extraordinary finesse! Here is this little 
yellow one pretending to sleep in order that 
the tortoise shell one may not notice it, but 
fail upon its brother; and this one, how it 
tears the other.

Shortly aftérward the conspiracy was 
crushed and the Cardinal started for Paris, 
dragging hig captives in his train to orna- 
ment his last triumph: Embarking on the 
Rnone at Tarascon, nearly at the 
mouth of the river, as if to pro- 
long the pleasure of revenge which men 
have dared to call that of the gods, he dis- 
played to the eyes of the spectators on doth 
sides of the river the luxury of his hatred. 
He slowly proceeded on his course up the 
river in ba with gilded oars, and em- 
blazoned with his armorial bearings, reclin- 
ing in the first, and followed by his victims 
in the second, which was tastened to his own 
by a tong chain. Thus he wenton his way 
until ne left his prisoners under guard at the 
identical city in which the late conspirators 
had doomed him to perish. Thus he loved to 
dely Fate herself and to plant a trophy on 
the spot which haa been selected for his 
tomb. 

- ‘HE BERO OF THE STORY. 

The book gives one a vivid impression of 
the whole reign of Louis XIIL. and of the 
mighty. work accomplished by Richelieu. 
Louis XL. had struck the first blow at feudal- 
ism, which was the dissemination of power; 
Richelieu completed his work by oringing 
about centralization of power in the mon- 
archy. The great nobies found themselves 
for we first time vassais of their King instead 
of his peers. 

If one is shocked at the horrible cruelty of 
the times—tne employment of the dagger for 
8 purposes and of the torture- chamber 

vy dignitaries of the church—there ure on 
the other hand instances of the noblest self- 
sacrifice and of phe most devoted piety. Men 
at that time strongly believed in God. The 
hero of the novel, Cing-Mars, is an 
historical personage, whose career and 
fave are by no means exaggerated. 
He went to court at “ age of 17, and 
through the influence of Richelieu became 
the King’s favorite. At 22 he ascended the 
scaffold for participating in the second great 
conspiracy against the Cardinal, which was 
beaded by. members of the royal family. 
Cing-Mars was greatly loved by De Thow, a 
man of letters, who tried to dissuade him 
from the conspiracy, but. not succeeding, 
shared his ignominious death rather than be- 
tray him. Zhe two died like beroes and 
saicts. An account of their beheading at 
Lyons which is preserved is as exact and 
minute in detail as if written by an expert 
modern reporter. 

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF.

CHARGES AGAINST A BUFFALO PREACHER. 
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Wealth and Culture Now 

Suburbs and the Western Bighiands— 

Shopkeepers to Be Barred from the 
New Districta—Traditions Misregarded. 

Bosrox, Mass., Jan. 18.— The 
supremacy of the Back Bay ict as. the 
aristocratic residence portion of Boston has 
been assailed. The resuitof this is a pretty 
lively controversy among wealthy Bos- 
tonians just now over the vexed question. 
This discussion has been precipitated by the 
circulation of a story to the effect that the 
foundations of the houses in that district 
were unsafe. This danger, it was said, came 
from the new sewerage system. The piles 
upon which the older houses rested were 
driven to a depth in which, at that time, they 
rested in tide-water. The water insured 
them against decay. But with the intro- 
duction of the new intercepting sewers tne 
Hence decay of 
the piles and consequent heavy expenditures 
on the part of property-owners, with the 
possibility of loss of hfe through the fall of 
buildings, are threatened. 

Engineering authorities, however, say that 
there really is no danger of the Back Bay 
houses coming down that way., Capt. Dam- 
rell, tne Inspector of Buildings, holds a simi- 
lar opinion. There were comparatively few 
buildings on Arlington and Boylston streets 
where the tops of the driven piles were sup- 
posed to have been left dry by the cutting 
off of the tides by retaining walls. Wells 
were sunk around them to test the height of 
the natural soil water. It was never found 
to fail to keep its level above the point of 
cutting off the piles, thus preserving them 
from decay. 14 

Farther out to the west of these points of 
twenty-five years ago great care had been 
taken to have the new piles cut off at or be- 
low grade five to insure soil moisture inde- 
dependent of the tides, and more recent in- 
spections have. proved that this reguiation 
has proved effective, 

ON THE DECLINE, 

But despite this assurance of safety, de- 
spite even local and family pride, the ascend- 
ency of the district is on the decline. The 
reasons for this change are plain, so property- 
holders and brokers assert. The Back Bay, 
as the term is commonly used, embraced that 
district bounded by Arimeton street, the 
Charles river, Columbus avenue, and West- 
chester Park. Tradition and Needham loam 
constitute its foundations. The beautiful 
view of the river and the proximity of the 
common gave it two natural advantages. 
The growth of the business portion of the 
city in the oppogite direction in thé. early 
days drove the aristocratic families from the 
North End to the Back Bay, and, with their 
establishment on Beacon, Arlington, and 
Boyiston streets, was transferred thither the 
center of fashionable and aristocratic life, 

Shrewd reai estate dealers were quick to 
perceive the meaning of this and to secure 
control of ali the available land. Beacon 
Hill was soon populated, and the low-lying 
district about had to be redeemed from the 
tide and malarialswamps which claimed it. 
The result was that the greater part of the 
district is made land, the demand for 
which came wholly from the desire of the 
wealthy multitude to live within that district. 
hoping thereby to get into the magic circie 


ot society. The handsome Back Bay Park 


was undertaken to recompense those in the 
district who were deprived of the beauties of 
the common and publicgardens. The street- 
cars were kept away as largely as possible 
and everything done to make it the beau 
deal of the wealthy and cultured. Shop- 
keepers realized the advantages of a busi- 
ness location in that region. 
iN THE HANDS OF THE PHILISTINES. 

The decline of Boyleston street. which has 
falien completely into the hands of the Phil- 
istines, illustrates the change which all the 
others are undergoing. The physicians were 
the original invaders of this district, and 
closely after them came the boarding-house 
proprietor, art stores, decorators, and 
bric-A-brac dealers. Now these have 
been succeeded by the baker and grocery 
man. Ariineton and Boyleston strects, despite 
their handsome old houses richin tradition, 
and their beautiful outiooks, are but a grain 
vetter off. Tue boarding-house is begtuning to 
flourish on Beacon street, and even select 
Commonwealth avenue is getting to be famii- 
iar with the sign “Apartments to Let.“ The 
wealthy and cultured residents of Boston are 
now turning to the suburbs and to the west- 
ern highlands. Brooklyne, which joins 
Boston proper, has now probably mbre ot 
these old families than any other district 
and is fast becoming tne center of fashidna- 
ble Boston society. | 

A land company has purchased large tracts 
of land between Boston und Brooklyne, ana 
is making every improvement in the way of 
wide streets and sweeping lawns. Many 
fine homes have already been built there 
and thither is the whole drift of society. 
The property is held in such a way that the 
shopkeepers cannot encroach upon the dis- 
trict for many years, So fast is the change 
going On that the aristocratic elegance and 
exclusiveness of the Back Bay must soon be- 
come only a tradition.

If the individual workman cannot be rein- 
forced by a trades union, whenever there comes 
s contest between the employer and -employé it 
is like a battle between an army with cannon 
and rifles against an army with nothing but bare 
fists. To be told that you shall not enter a union, 
that you shall not have the help of united action, 
that you must stand as individuals ‘against men 
who are nnited and who have all the help of im- 
mense capital, is a wickedness that cries to 
Heaven and enters into the ears of the Lord of 
Hosts. Listen, brothers, the Christian ministers 
who believe in the socialism of Christ (and there 
are many of them here in Boston, and their num- 
ber is growing all over the country) say to you in 
the name of Jesus, the carpenter of Nazareth, 
stand firm.

NEBRASKA SCHOOL LAND LITIGATION. 


A Case Involving the Right of Reappraise- 
ment by the state Officials, 

LINcoLN, Neb., Jan. 18.—[Special.]-The 
case of Bermuda Beer vs. the State of Board 
of Educational Lands and Funds was begun 
in the Supreme Court today. This is an 
equity proceeding ahd asks the court for an 
injunction restrictmg the board from can- 
celing a lease which the plaintiff holds on a 
certain section of the school land in Lincola 
County, and from attempting to dispossess 
him of said !ands. Beer leased the school 
section in 1883 under an appraisement made 
in pursuance of a statute in force at that 
time. In 1885 the Legisiature passed an act 
changing the manner of making the ap- 
praisement and during that year it was reap- 
praised under the new rule and his rentals 
were more than doubled. Beer refused to 
pay under the new appraisement. Tue out- 
come of this proceeding will affect the rights 
of several thousand persons in this State to 
their school lana leases. .

Forecast of the Address Which He Will De- 
liver Before the Union League Club. 

MinweaPouis, Minn., Jan. 18e—[Soecial.]— 
The Rev. Dr. O. H. Tiffany of this city has 
prepared about two-thirds of an address that 
he is to deliver before the Union League 
Club of Chicago Feb. 12. The subject as- 
signed is, The Grandeur and Peril of a 
National Extension.“ Dr. Tiffany said this 
morning: The subject is a broad one. It 
bas several aspects, and can be handled ‘ac- 
cording to the fancy of the speller.’

The County of Cook vs. the Calumet & Chi- 
cago Canal and Dock — — is an action by the 
former to recover the southwest quarter of section 
7, Township 7, north range 15 east, containing 46 acres 
of land. The original judgment in the lower court was 
favorable to the county, but upon defendant paying 
the costs of the sult the motion was entered fur new 
trial. which was granted and the title vested in the 
defendant.. The county. after a la of nearly a 
year, made a motion to set aside the judgment grant- 
ing a new trial, but this was refused and the Supreme 
Court affirms the decision of tne lower court, hold- 
ing that the Circuit Oourt loses jurisdiction of the 
parties and cannot materially chauge a [adamant 
previously made at a subsequent term, vest the 
title in the original purchasers of the land, who ac- 
quired it under the provisions of the legislation relat- 
ing to the possession of qvemp lands enacted in 1882. 
Justice Scholfield tiles a lengthy dissenting opinion. 
The Woman's Union Missionary Society of Amer 
ton. k Chicago. vs. George O. Mead, executor, and 
others. Was a contract on the part of the executors 
and the heirs at law of Phoepe L. Smith regarding the 
payment of certain uests made to the Chicago 
Foundlings’ Home, the oman’s Union Mission of 
Chicago, Home for Incurables at Chicago. the 
Chicago Training school for Nurses, the funds for 
disabled ministers of the Presbyterian church, and the 
Hahnemann Hospital at Chicago, the heirs claiming 
the names used in the will were not those of the in- 
stitutions who claimed the legacies. The Circuit 
Court found sufficient evidence of the intention of 
the testator to decree the bequests to all the institu- 
tions except the Woman's Missionary Society, which 
appealed to the Supreme Court. The opinion holds 
this institution so entitled to the bequ@st and re- 
verses the decision of the lower court, and reniands 
the cause fer a new trial that the estate may be 
properly divided according to the terms of the will. 

The County of Macon vs. William T. Foster is a 
case of considerable importance to the officers of 
every county in the State. Foster was Sheriff and 
did not report to the County Board the full amount 
of fees received by him during his term of office. He 
claimed a balance due bim, which was paid by the 
County Board. The latter brought suit to recover 
from the sureties on the Sheriff's bond and were 
awarded judgment in the lower court. The Supreme 
Court reverses and remands the case, holding the 
sureties are not liable and the County Board cannot re- 
cover from them for the amount overpaid the Sheriff, 
but that the Sheriff is individually responsibie for 
the payment to the County Board of all fees received 
by him; they are emoluments of nis office and 
must be accoun for.

A FIGHT FOR A FOOTHOLD.

STRUGGLES OF THE B. & 0. RAILROAD 
ro GET INTO NEW YORK. 


After’ Years of Scheming and Litigation 
the Task Is Finally Accomplished—And 
Chicago Thereby Secares Another Line 


to Tide-Water—History of the Combat. 


Between Giant Corporations Wien 


Read Almost Like a Romance. 

New York, Jan. 17.—[Special Cofrespond- 
ence. |— With the running of a train over the 
Arthur Kili bridge New-Year’s Day another 
railroad line from Chicago to tide-water was 
opened. The Baltimore & Ohio railroad has 
for years been striving for a terminus on 
New York Harbor. and now it has one. The 
company’s officers at ames have been forced 
to make some ,humiliatimg concessions, but 
when Erastus Wiman finally convinced the 
elder Garrett that his pet railroad ought to 
have a line to New York their whole energy 
— 2 to securing what has now taken 


The Pennsylvania railroad has fought the 
project from its inception, and with good 
reason. Half the water front of New York 
Harbor has been without railroad connéc- 
tion. The Pennsylvania line dominated that 
which lies at Jersey City, where most of the 
railroads center, and the tolis which have 
been levied on freights from Chicago and the 
Western territory of which it is the center 
have been almost unbearable. : 

One result of this has been to drive a great 
deal of business to the docks of Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, until now there is a move-

The whole water front of Staten Island is 
now available for dockage and storage pur- 
purposes. Right to tide-water where steam- 
ers of the deepest draught that can enter 
this harbor can go directly to piers the Bal- 
timore & Ohio railroad is ,prepared to run 
its freight-trains. From one side of the 
warehouse where the freight-cars stand to 
the other where the steamer lies in ber 
berth the freight of the great Nortu west can 
be transferred at a cost so ridicuiously small 


as compared. with that with which it has 


heretofore been burdened that the effect 
must at once Be felt in Chicago. q 
THE EFFECT ON CHICAGO TRADE. 

This is illustrated bya single incident. 
Until recently the storage rates on cotton in 
New York have been 20 and 25 cents a bale. 
At Tompkins ville, on Staten Island, the Aner- 
ican docks were built chiefly for the cotton 
trade. The storage rates were at once cut 
to 10 cents a bale, resulting in a saving to 
the planters of the South of about $40,000 a 
month. 

William H. Vanderbilt realized the. ad- 
vantages of Staten Island as a terminal point 
and originally proposed to the late Franklin 
B. Gowén when he was President of the 
Reading road that he should acquire the 
privileges. Mr. Gowen negle the ‘oppor- 
tunity. and Erastus Wiman first established 
the Staten Island Rapid Transit railroad, 
which now runs along the whole north front 
of Staten Isiand. 

Then, too, he bought the controlling inter- 
est in the Staten Isiand Ferry company, 
which has its landing at the Battery. from 
which point any part of Manhattan Island 
can be reached inside of a little over an 
hour on the elevated railroads. Here he was 
controlling the best of the water front of 
New York Bay and With as geod a terminus 
on Manhattan Island as any of the great 
trunk lines that come in from the West, with 
the exception of the Vanderbilt lines. 

But he had no outlet to the West. The 
Kill von Kull and the Arthur Kills separated 
the domain of Erastus I., as he is styled, 
from the mainiand. Mr. Wiman cast about 
bim for a willing listener. This he found in 
Mr. Garrett of the Baltimore & Ohio road. 
To him he showed what New-Yorkers had 
long been blind to—that instead of buijding 
piers and docks in the shallow water at Jer- 
sey City they could land freight at deep 
water on the shore of Staten Island. 

Tue management of the Baltimore & Ohio 


road finally entered heartily into the scheme, |

SECOND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


During the ministry of the Rey. S. J. Mo- 
Pherson there have been large accessions to 
the church and large benevoleat contribu- 
tions. A permanent fund of $10,000 was pro- 
vided by a bequest of Flavel Mosely, a mem- 
ber of the church, for the benefit of mission 
schools. The interest on this fund is applied 
annually according to the will of the donor 
by the trustees of the church. The Mosely 
Mission on Calumet avenue is thus named in 
memory of Mr. Mosely, and has a fine builu- 
ing, free from debt and held by the trustees 
of the church for the use and benefit of the 
mission. 

On Wabash avenue near Sixteenth street 
stands the Grace Episcopal Church. Ia style 
it is Gothic, with nave, transepts, and recess 
chancel. After the fire the chapel conuectéd 
with this church became literaily an asyium 
for the homeless. The vestibules were made 
storehouses for provisions, the rector’s wife 
established a ciothing bureau at the parson- 
age, and $6,000 in cash was distributed by the

rector and officers of the church. Although 


the church eaitice was not destroyed by fire, | 


the society was so crippled that the rector 
insisted upon a reduction of his salary from 
$6,000 to $2,500, ‘and the seats were declared 
free. At Easter, 1873, the pastor’s salary was 
restored and the seats were again rented. An 
Easter offering ot $15,000 made the next year 
greatly lessened the debt. The entire in- 
debtedness was canceled in 1883, and the 
church consecrated by Bishop McLaren. The 
Rev. Clinton Locke, the present rector, has 
held his position twenty-seven. years. |
